The PCF remains under pro-Soviet leadership 
but has been renewing its efforts to show independ- 
ence from Moscow to better its chances of forming 
alliances with the non-Communist left. In prepara- 
tion for municipal elections in mid-March, the PCF 
has been opening cell meetings to public view and 
holding public discussions at which party leaders 
answer questions with relative candor. 


At an unprecedented luncheon for non-Communist 
journalists at the beginning of February, the acting 
party leader said he definitely does not believe 
things are moving toward restoration of the Stalin 
cult, but if this were the case, the French Commu- 
nists would be completely in dissent. In Italy, a 
recently published book by a PCI member includes 
previously unpublished material on Italian Commu- 
nists who died in the USSR under Stalinist repres- 
sion .
